Tile coloring is rich ami harmonious, 
and tho scenes speak the lesson of 
brotherly love aud forgiveness which 
the presentation of the window by 
AtnerU an women to an English church 
strikingly illustrates. 
The Inscription, 
approved by the English authorities 
and the American memorial com m it­ 
tee. reads: 
To the glory of God and in memory of 
the Ann rican prisoners of the war of 1*12 
who were detained in the Dartmoor pris­ 
on between 1813 and 1815 and who helped 
to build the church, this east window is 
presented by the National Society of the 
United States Daughters of 1812. 
The cost of making the window, 
shipping and setting it in place will 
be $1.2.'»0. 


Suffered Many H ards hips . 
During the war of 1812 about 3,000 
Am ericans w ere held as prisoners of 
war at Dartmoor, and It Is said the 
men suffered many hardships on ac­ 
count of the cold, which was extrem e 
on this bure and rocky shore. 
Many 
died, and, although the bodies of some 
w ere brought borne and laid to rest In 
American soil, there are still about 
21S American seam en buried in the 
churchyard of St. 
M ichael's. 
The 
church 
w as built at the tim e the 
A m ericans were detained, and their 
labor assisted materially in its erec­ 
tion. 
Recently the chapel, which had 
fallen into a state o f decay, w as re­ 
stored. and it w as at the tim e of Its 
restoration that the rector made his 
appeal to Americans. 
The annual congress o f the National 
Society of Daughters of 1812 w as held 
in ‘W ashington April 25 to 28, when 
arrangem ents for the unveiling cere­ 
mony were perfected. 
The National Society of the D augh­ 
ters of I SI 2 1ms for its object the 
com m em oration of the period o f Amer­ 
ican history betw een 1784 and 1815. 
It takes nj) the work of honoring the 
national heroes where the Daughters 
o f the American Revolution leave off. 
The Dartmoor memorial window’ will 
be the most notable monument yet 
erected by the organization.

TOWER OF LONDON. 


T he P i c tu r e s q u e Old S t r u c t u r e on the 
B a n k s of the T h a m e s . 
The T ow er of London is one of the 
most picturesque places in all Eng­ 
land. 
It is located on the north bauk 
of tile Tham es and just cast of the 
business district of Loudon. 
It occu­ 
pies about tw elve acres and is sur 


rounded by a broad and shallow m oat 
In 
feudal days it 
was one of the 
strongest fortresses in the country and 
w as deemed impregnable. 
It is now 
a governm ent storehouse and armory 
and, above all, one of the sights of 
London. 
The moat, which, with the battle­ 
ment and 
towers, makes the stone 
structure such a hoary antiquity, is 
bordered wMthin by a lofty castellated 
wall. 
At frequent intervals of this 
part of the structure there are m assive 
flanking tow ers 
W ithin this wall rises another of 
sim ilar construction, 
but of greater 
height. 
Here are the various barracks 
and armories. 
I ii the center of all Is 
the lofty keep or donjon known as 
the W hite tower. 
This was erected 
in tile days of William the Conqueror 
and contains one of the most charm­ 
ing little chapels of Norman design 
which have remained till the present 
day. 
The W hite tower was the court of 
the Plantagenet Lings. 
In the north­ 
west corner is St 
Peter's chape!, now 
the garrison church 
in another part 
is the jew el office, containing crown 
jew els of enormous value. 
One set 
which you see in tin* center o f a case 
is said alone to he wot th about $15,- 
000.000. 
Nearby is the horse armory, contain­ 
ing a truly wonderful collection of an­ 
cient and mediaeval arms aud armor 
In the court just beyond is a slab 
marking the spot where Anne Boleyn. 
w ife of Henry VHI., was beheaded. 
Sim ilar fates befell many other fa­ 
mous personages in English history 
within the great walls of the Towel 
of London.—Boston Herald.

FRICTION. 


W h a t Causes It and W h a t Would H a p ­ 
pen W it h o u t It. 
W hat is friction really caused by? 
W hy will two tilings in contact not 
slip over each other easily? 
it is be­ 
cause every substance known to science 
has teeth: microscopic, it is true, but 
still teeth. 
The result, then, is ob­ 
vious. 
If we shove a book across a 
table the teeth of the book interlock 
w ith the teeth of the table just as cog­ 
w heels do. aud tile [nisi) has to be 
strong enough either to bend them 
enough or to break them off for the 
motion to continue. 
It iias actually been observed in a 
microscope that if the push is ouly a 
slight one and m oves the book only a 
short distance, on the pressure of the 
hand being removed the book actually 
Jumps back 
to its 
former position 
This action is a slight bending of the 
tw o sets of teeth, only riot far enough 
for them to lost* their relaltve posi­ 
tions. aud their elasticity on being re­ 
leased makes the* book fly back. 
It has been shown that this friction 
is not so much between different bod­ 
ies as between bodies of the sam e ma­ 
terial 
One industrial application of 
tills is the bearings for stool axles. 
They are made o f brass instead of 
steel. 
In som e things w e want as much 
friction as possible and in others as 
little. 
The form er is illustrated in the 
friction between nu engine wheel and 
the track, sand som etim es being pour 
cd on the track to increase the friction. 
The latter case is illustrated in all 
bearings where rotating metal is in 
contact with stationary metal, some 
tim es bull bearings being substituted. 
thus lessening tile friction. 
Many peculiar things would happen 
if titer** was no friction. 
All screw s in 
wood wou’d Im mediately tw ist back 


ward rapidly and shoot' out into the 
air: trains could not run save on cog­ 
ged rails, which would probably be 
necessary above as w ell as below, thus 
having four rails instead of two; build 
lugs would tum ble down, and new ones 
could not be built unless molded in 
place like Edison’s or else riveted to­ 
gether. 
People would have to wear 
shoes with long spikes in them and 
then have to be careful, for dirt grains 
would slip over one another easily and 
would act like deep sand. 
But one 
great tiling would happen—machines 
would run at IOO per cent efficiency, 
would give out as much energy as was 
put into them .—L aw rence H odges in 
New York Tribune.
